serv iceable standards fo r th e meas­ 
urement o f qu ality , pressu re, initial 
v o ltage o r o th er co nditio ns pertain­ 
ing to th e su pply o f th e pro du ct o r 
erv ice rendered by any public u tility 
and prescribe reaso nable regu latio ns 
fo r ex aminatio ns and testing o f su ch 
pro du ct o r serv ice and fo r th e meas­ 
u rement th ereo f : 
After th e co mmissio n h as fix ed th e 
standards it will egin to pro v ide fo r 
th e ex aminatio n and testing o f 
all 
appliances used fo r th e measu ring o f 
any pro du ct o r serv ice o f a public 
utility .

J olin H. Holliday , founder and for 
thirty y ears manager of the Indianap­ 
o lis News and during the entire time 
a co nsistent supporter of tariff reform, 
finds in the proposal to tax inso mes in 
ex cess o f $4 ,000 only a step in the di­ 
rection of the establishment of a priv ­ 
ileged class that will be as injurious 
as protection. 
Mr. Holliday has no 
o bjectio ns to an income tax as such. 
B e believ es it to be a better method 
of raising money than by indirect tax 
ation, but he sees in the proposal to 
make less than a half million pay the 
Income tax a v icio us principle and one 
that is undemocratic. 
Discussing the 
income tax law, he said: 
“ Ev ery one who has property should 
contribute to the co st of gov ernment. 
This is not only just but it produces 
two great influences for the well being 
o f the country —the tax pay er feels 
that he has a direct concern in the 
co st o f gov ernment and is interested 
in pay ing the least money and getting 
the most for it, and will scrutinize 
ex penditures, demand economy and be 
more particular about the man he 
v o tes into office: and the reflex influ­ 
ence upon the officeholder wrho rea­ 
lizes his acts are watched and will ; 
therefo re practice economy and be 
more efficient. 
“ But the prov ision in the present bill 
that makes a limit of $4 ,000 and con­ 
fines the tax to less than a half mil­ 
lion people is simply class legislatio n. 
The mo v ement that put the Demo­ 
cratic party in power was due mainly 
to a desire to stop the granting of 
special priv ileges to a class. 
Now we 
are confronted with an intentio n and 
effort to create another special class 
who are not to be fav ored, but on 
whom shall be put the burden that 
ought to be borne by all the people. 
The principle is v icio us and the result 
will be as injurious as protection. 
“ In my opinion the limitation should 
not be more than $1,200 or at the ut­ 
most $1,5 00. 
The tax would then be 
so small Indiv idually that it would era 
barrass no one. but in the aggregate 
would y ield a large sum. If the Demo­ 
cratic party ex pects to make a good 
and co nsistent record it must deal just­ 
ly with all classes. 
“ The poor man will be helped by a 
policy , o f justice and sound economics, 
and we shall hav e better gov ernment, 
more co ntentment and real prosperity . 
Then we shall hav e fewer citizens wrho 
are indifferent to the methods o f go v ­ 
ernment and there will be more of that 
participation in po litics which ex isted 
in the first alx ty or sev enty y ears of 
our national Ufe."

The international co nference for the 
consideration o f the commemoration o f 
the first century o f peace between the 
United States and the British empire 
submits the fo llo wing report to the na­ 
tional bodies from which its delega­ 
tions deriv e their authority : 
F irst.—Platform. 
The central idea for consideration Is not 
only a prog ram for the celebration of a 
hu ndred y ears of peace, bu t a statem ent 
of pu rposes for the perpetu ation of peace. 
Second.—International monu ments, pos­ 
sibly of Identical desig n. 
(a) To be erected in G reat Britain, the 
United States and their dominions and 
possessions bey ond the seas. 
(b) The com mittee to requ est their re­ 
spectiv e g ov ernm ents to defray the cost 
of these monu ments or th a t the cost be 
defray ed in part from pu blic fu nds or by 
priv ate su bscriptions. 
(c) The fou ndation stones to be laid on 
the selected day if possible by his m ajesty 
the king In G reat Britain and by the pres­ 
ident in the United States and by their 
representativ es in 
their respectiv e do­ 
minions and possessions ov er st-as. 
(d) In v iew of the g ood relations pre­ 
v ailing between the American and British 
peoples and other nations all foreig n g ov ­ 
ernm ents shou ld, be cordially inv ited to 
honor the more Im portant of those occa­ 
sions by an official representation. 
(e) T hat at the time fix ed for lay ing the 
fou ndation stones there shou ld be a stop­ 
pag e of fiv e m inu tes from work throu g h­ 
ou t all the cou ntries interested to be oc­ 
cu pied where a pu blic g athering or other 
assem blag e is practicable by the reading 
of the ag reed inscription on international 
monu ments. 
(f) At the time fix ed as stated the work 
in all schools to be stopped, appropriate 
addresses to be deliv ered and the two na ­ 
tional anthem s to be su ng , followed by a 
half holiday . 
(g ) A su bcommittee shou ld be appointed 
to ascertain w hat dates, arrang em ents, 
etc., are in the minds of the sev eral cou n­ 
tries. with power to determ ine them and 
to make th<*m g enerally known, this du ty 
to be assig ned to any international com­ 
mittee which m ay be appointed to carry 
ou t the objects of the joint celebration. 
Third. -E du cational featu res of the cele­ 
bration. 
An org anized endeav or shou ld be made 
in Briti >h-American cou ntries to promote 
by well considered methods the g row th of 
these feeling s of m u tu al respect and g ood 
will, which already happily ex ists.

(a) Tl-e endowment of chairs of British- 
American history , with -special reference 
to the peacefu l prog ress and relations of 
the two peoples and based u pon the prin­ 
ciple of an interchang e of professors, and 
the endowment of trav eling scholarships 
to enable jou rnalists an.l w riters to v isit 
the v ariou s Eng lish speaking cou ntries. 
(b) The aw arding of prizes for essay s 
and same other topics in u li schools, col­ 
leg es and u niv ersities. 
(c) The co-operation of the respectiv e 
com mittees in the preparation of a history 
of the Centu ry of Peace, from which tex t 
books and school books in the sev eral 
cou ntries may be prepared or rev ised. 
(d) An annu al peace day celebration in 
the schools. 
Fou rth.—Univ ersal com m em orativ e ta b­ 
lets. 
F ifth.—Univ ersal 
relig iou s serv ices of 
thanksg iv ing , to be held on a day to be 
hersatfer selected. 
S 'x th.—Perm anent monu ments. 
Sev enth.—The cordial approv al of the 
early appointm ent of a preparatory com­ 
mittee as recommended by the last Hag u e 
conference. 
E ig hth.—Celebration 
in 
Ghent, 
after 
consu ltation with the mu nicipality . 
Ninth.—An international commem orativ e 
medal. 
Tenth. —The conference recommend that 
an International com mittee may be ap­ 
pointed throu g h action on the part of the 
national committee, with pow'er to deal 
with su ch m atters as m ay be referred to 
them of the sev eral cou ntries concerned. 
Elev enth.—An appeal for co-operation. 
The su ccess of the mov ement requ ires 
not only the cordial su pport of national 
g ov ernments, hu t also local g ov ernm ents 
and mu nicipal and relig iou s bodies, *.s 
well as of those citizens seeking national 
methods for dealing with international 
problems. 
To th a t end it is earnestly 
hoped th a t all will join In this mov ement.

That co n tamin ated 
fo o d then is eaten by child ren , an d in ­ 
fan tile p araly sis resu lts. 
Dr. Sau n d ers co n d emn ed the legal 
p ro tectio n o f the bu zzard , which, he 
said , tran smitted in fectio u s d iseases o f 
liv e sto ck .

not the coldest for Ju ne in this per­ 
iod of time. 
The lowest temperatu re 
for

month his records show 
is 
thirty - 
nine abov e zero, which was reached 
last Monday . 
The records he 
has 
fu rther indicates 
that 
du ring 
the 
last twnty -sev en y ears alj of 
the 
ex treme cold weather in 
Ju ne 
has 
been before the tenth, with one ex ­ 
ception, and that was in 19 03 when 
a temperatu re of thirty -nine abov e 
was reached the twelfth and thir­ 
teenth. 
In v iew of the fact 
that 
similar 
temperatu res hav e prev ailed at this 
season in y ears passed 
and 
hav e 
cau sed no inju ry to crops, it is not 
bliev ed that the ex treme temperatu re 
this y ear will be damag ing . 
Officials 
of the United States department of 
ag ricu ltu re hav e ex pressed 
the op­ 
inion that law temperatu re will not 
inju re the crops so that the y ield will 
be affected. 
Mr. Kirkwood has 
recorded 
the

tempera­ 
tu res in the last twenty -sev en y ears:

crops are cou nted u pon to offset anv 
effect the weather may hav e. 
“I believ e,” said Assistant Secre­ 
tary of Ag ricu ltu re Galloway , “that 
the inju ry to the fru it crop becau se 
of the cold weather will he compara­ 
tiv ely insig nificant from 
the 
fact 
that the areas where there is frost 
are comparativ ely 
limited 
and 
at 
this time of the 
y ear 
frost cou ld 
onlv possibly occu r in limited areas. 
Therefore, so 
far as 
the 
g eneral 
fru it crop is concerned, the damag e 
wou ld he immaterial.” 
“Of cou rse, this cold 
weather 
is 
certainly g oing to hav e a retarding 
effect on all 
crops 
especially the 
corn 
crop. 
Altog ether, 
howev er, 
owing to the early spring 
planting 
and the ex cellent condition of crops, 
the damag e to them will not be seri­ 
ou s, ev en if corn shou ld be slig htly 
bitten. 
“1 do not think that 
the 
cold 
weather is hu rting v eg etables to any 
ex tent. The most seriou s inju ry to 
tru ck crops and v eg etables occu rred 
as the resu lt of the recent frost. 
It* 
was mu ch more 
seriou s 
than 
the 
frost we are now hav ing . 
The effect 
of that frost is being felt 
now, es­ 
pecially on strawberries. 
The pres­ 
ent frost will hav e no material effect 
on them, howev er.” 
Professor Galloway had 
been in­ 
formed that the lowest temperatu re 
reported to the weather bu reau was 
from the cranberry district of New 
Jersey , where a minimu m of 29 .5 de­ 
g rees was recorded last nig ht. 
“If the cold weather continu es in 
New Jersey ,” he said, “it 
may 
do 
considerable damag e to cranberries. 
Bu t speaking g enerally , my own v iew 
is that these frosts are so localized 
that they can not be of any g reat 
and widespread inju ry . 
.Veg etation 
is so far adv anced now that it is 
g oing to take a big frost to hu rt it.” 
He added that while the cold spell

Building northward from Denver the 
Denver, Laramie and Pacific railroad 
will run for sixty miles through the 
greatest prairie dog town in the world 
estimated to contain nearly 500,000,00C 
of these animals. 
The invasion of this district means 
war, and the railroad officials are plan 
ning to wipe out the dogs along theii 
right of way by dropping into their 
holes balls of cotton saturated with 
carbon 
bisulphide. 
The 
fumes,

which no animal life can exist, will 
so permeate the holes that the prairie 
dogs will be suffocated. 
The railroad finds it necessary to ex­ 
terminate the animals to prevent them 
from so undermining the roadbed as 
to make traffic insecure.

contains 4,480,000 acres.

figure that every acre contains at least 
100 prairie dogs, the estimate of 500, 
000,000 dogs in this town is perhaps 
not too large, to say nothing of the 
owls, rabbits, lizards, horned toads and 
rattlesnakes which infest the burrows j 
The dog colony which lives down in ! 
the big town evidently settled there 
hundreds of years ago. 
In its present 
size it has been known to exist foi 
fifty years. 
While prairie dogs multi 
ply about as rapidly as do rabbits, the 
younger animals remain in the burrow 
with their parents uutil there is no 
longer room for them. 
Then they are 
thrown out and are forced to enter 
another den or dig one for themselves I 
While there may have been millions 
of new burrows dug in the big town 
since white men first observed it, the 
limits of the colony are practically the 
same today as when pioneers and gold 
miners first located it.

The in vestigation thus far has been 
ex haustive, although on ly th ree wit­ 
n esses have been ex am in ed, A djutan t 
G en eral C. D. Elliott, M ajor Jam es I. 
P ra tt an d Captain Morgan , but a large 
n um ber of m ilitary records w ere sub­ 
m itted. 
Ex -Govern or G lasscock will 
be in vited to testify when he arrives. 
He is a volun tary w itn ess. 
The fact 
was established by the eviden ce th at 
citizen s were deprived of th eir right 
to trial by jury . 
The q uestion of the 
civil courts bein g “open ” at the time, 
however, was n ot settled, G en eral C. 
C. W atts, coun sel for the operators, 
declarin g th at the poin t would be con ­ 
troverted. He asserted th at the courts 
were ‘open but pow erless.” 
Sharp 
clashes occurred betw een A ttorn ey E. 
W. Kn ight, for the operators, an d Sen ­ 
ato r Ken y on of the com m ittee an d be­ 
tw een A ttorn ey G en eral Lilly an d Sen ­ 
ator M artin e. 
Chairman W atson suggested that as 
the committee had to return to W ash­ 
in gton soon , the rem ain der of the in ­ 
vestigation should be held at the n a­ 
tion al capital, an d that was agreed to. 
Mr. Kn ight ex plain ed at len gth the dif­ 
ficulty of preparin g the operators’ case 
at the short n otice they had. 
This 
aroused Sen ator Ken y on ’s ire. 
He de­ 
clared coun sel were n ot essen tial to 
the in vestigation an d the committee 
could get on very well without an y 
lawy ers. In dividuals were n ot on trial, 
hut certain facts were to be ascertain ­ 
ed of great importan ce. 
Mr. Kn ight 
retorted 
an d 
Sen ators 
Swan son , 
Shields an d Martin e took the position 
that the committee were merely a jury 
ascertain in g if con stitution al rights 
had been trampled on in W est Vir­ 
gin ia. 
Fran k Nan z, the m in er who was sen ­ 
ten ced to five y ears in the pen iten tiary 
for in terferin g with a militia officer 
before martial law was declared in No­ 
vember, an d whose application for a 
habeas corpus writ was den ied by the 
state supreme court, was the first wit­ 
n ess in the postal in terferen ce matter. 
He testified that Major Davis had 
stopped him from gettin g hi3 mail at 
the postoffice in a coal compan y ’s store 
at Eskdale, on Cabin creek, durin g the 
first m artial law in September. 
Sen ator Martin e, who was ex amin ­ 
in g him, called the military officer, who 
ordered Nan z away from the postoffice 
a satrap. 
Attorn ey Gen eral Lilly ob­ 
jected an d Sen ator Martin e said he 
would chan ge it to “military despot,’’ 
an d the large audien ce rocked with 
laughter. 
Later Mr. Lilly objected to Sen ator 
M arlin e’s q uestion in g Nan z. 
“ I am 
n ot a cheese parin g lawy er,” retorted 
the New Jersey sen ator. 
“I am a 
Un ited States sen ator charged with 
respon sibility in this m atter. 
I wan t 
to get at the bottom truth. 
I wan t 
this man to tell himself. 
I wan t the 
truth, an d by the etern al gods I’ll have 
4 t.” 
The 
com m ittee 
allowed 
Sen ator 
M artin e to q uestion Nan z fully as to 
his arrest, trial an d con viction by a 
m ilitary commission . 
The com m ittee 
will summon the m ilitary officials to 
ex plain or rebut N an z’s statem en ts. 
The feelin g caused by the in vestiga­ 
tion is growin g very ten se.

MEXICANS INSULTING 
TOWARD AMERICANS 


Situation of Latter Dally Be­ 


coming More Difficult. 


W ashin gton , Jun e 12.—It is more 
un comfortable for American s in Mex ­ 
ico than ever, accordin g to the advices 
received in Washin gton . 
In rebel ter­ 
ritory American properties are bein g 
raided ruthlessly , while in the region s 
con trolled by the federal govern men t 
American s are the target for a hostili­ 
ty which is causin g the greatest un ­ 
easin ess to them. 
The an ti-A m erican feelin g has devel­ 
oped trem en dously in the last six 
weeks. 
The cause of the hostility is 
said to lie in the attitud e of the W ilson 
adm in istration toward the H uerta gov­ 
ern m en t. 
In the rural districts the 
n atives are said to be m ost in sultin g 
In theri attitud e tow ard Am erican s 
an d con stan tly m an ifest th eir con ­ 
tem pt for the govern m en t of the U n it­ 
ed States. 
On the other han d A m erican s in the 
rebel district have sen t repeated ap­ 
peals to W ashin gton for some sort of 
protection . 
The state departm en t uas 
received a dispatch from Saltillo sta t­ 
in g th at on Saturday last a refugee 
train arrived there with m an y Am eri­ 
can an d British. 
For this train the 
American an d B ritish passen gers had 
to pay the rebels $25,000 in cash. The 
train started from Con cepscion , which 
is occupied by the rebels.

from D uran go are to the effect th at 
great destruction of property in the 
sm all tow'n s, ran ches an d m in in g re­ 
gion s con tin ues w ithout abatem en t. 
The adm in istration is fully aw are of 
w hat is goin g on an d the difficulties 
un der which A m erican s are strugglin g 
in Mex ico, but th ere is n o in dication 
of thje slightest chan ge in the policy 
of n on -recogn ition bein g aban don ed or 
altered in the slightest degree.
